SUBJECT: Conversation with General Clifton 


1. General Clifton called me this morning to tell me 
that "they " had been very pleased with the Che cklist review.

"They" were never 
identified, but I gather from the subsequent conversation 
that he was referring to Moyers and Valenti.
